STAFF 


An  essential  ingredient  of  a good  camp  is  the  attitude  and 
spirit  of  its  staff.  We  have  every  reason  to  be  proud  of  the  staff 
at  Sandy  over  the  years.  There  are,  of  course,  exceptions;  but  for  the 
greater  part,  they  have  been  friendly,  cooperative,  and  willing  to  work. 
None  knows  better  than  your  director  how  much  "Baldy”  Steward  has  done 
toward  raising  the  physical  standards  of  the  camp.  Often  working  over- 
time and  under  difficult  conditions,  he  not  only  has  recovered  much  of 
the  property  that  had  been  allowed  to  run  down,  but  also  he  has  increased 
Sandy’s  capital  investment  substantially.  It  is  rarely  that  a maintenance 
man  takes  as  personal  an  interest  as  "Baldy"  does. 

His  wife,  Grace,  has  personally  supervised  the  opening  and 
cleaning  of  the  cabins.  True,  she  is  motivated  by  health  standards  as  the 
camp  nurse;  but  moreso,  she  is  concerned  from  the  standpoint  of  good 
housekeeping.  Every  Saturday,  she  has  "ridden  herd"  on  the  service  staff 
to  distribute  the  linen.  Few  know  the  hours  she  spends  repairing  tom 
sheets  and  pillowcases,  or  in  making  pillowcases  out  of  damaged  sheets. 
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This  season,  we  were  fortunate  to  secure  the  services  of 
Frank  O'Connor  as  Chef  and  of  Evelyn,  his  wife,  as  baker.  In  spite 
of  troublesome  attitudes  of  certain  of  the  kitchen  staf^  they  turned 
out  an  excellent  food  service  as  bespoken  not  only  by  the  oft-voiced 
pleasure  of  the  campers,  but  also  by  the  lower  food  costs  per  person 
noted  above.  Tftfe  are  not  the  only  camp  which  has  found  it  undesirable 
to  have  youn^  boys  in  the  kitchen.  It  is  our  intention  to  have  adult 
help  in  the  kitchen  next  summer.  It  should  mean  less  friction.  More 
important  should  be  the  further  savings  effected  by  better  food  prepara- 
tion and  less  waste. 

Two  persons  who  have  endeared  themselves  to  Sandy  campers, 
especially  to  the  youngsters,  have  been  Tom  and  Pat  Kirby.  As  a family 
camp,  one  of  our  strongest  points  has  been  the  children's  programs. 

Tom,  furthermore,  effectively  directed  the  service  staff  in  addition  to 
his  older  children's  program.  In  no  small  measure,  he  relied  on  Bill 
"Dilly"  Dillon  as  his  assistant  on  service.  Unfortunately,  Billy's 
cooperative  program  at  college  precludes  his  being  with  us  next  summer. 

The  efficient  operation  of  Sandy  owes  much  to  the  abilities 
of  Mrs.  Mary  "Krick"  Hobart  as  Camp  Registrar.  As  all  campers  can  attest, 
it  is  rarely  that  she  does  not  have  details  right  at  her  fingertip. 

And  her  memory  is  phenomenal. 

Mention  should  be  made  of  Barbara  Touri^iny  who,  in  spite  of 
her  increased  family  responsibilities,  readily  responded  to  our  call 
for  help  on  the  crafts  program.  Her  husband,  Richard  "Trig"  Touriginy, 
ably  filled  in  on  the  waterfront. 

Meekly  staff  meetings  were  held  Sunday  evenings  to  exchange 
points  of  view  for  the  good  of  the  camp,  or  to  iron  any  conflicts.  More 
important  was  the  opportunity  it  afforded  to  knit  the  staff  together 
as  a single  unit  for  the  common  purpose  of  rendering  the  best  possible 
vacation  for  the  campers.  Sandy,  to  the  best  of  our  ability,  will  always 
be  a camp  that  is  run  for  the  campers.

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ADDITIONS  and  IMPROVEMENTS: 


New  Cabins.  Two  new  cabins  were  built  in  the  chapel  area  this  spring 
by  the  Gruner  Brothers  of  Moultonboro  Neck.  The  cabin  nearest  “Analto" 
was  built  by  funds  advanced  by  the  Jacobson  family,  and  has  been  named 
"Winni”.  Beyond  that  another  cabin  was  built  from  funds  advanced  by 
Bob  Wise,  and  has  been  named  ’’Belknap".  These  additions  mean  we  now 
have  six  new  cabins  at  Sandy. 

Dining  Hall  Balcony.  The  balcony  on  the  north  end  of  the  Dining  Hall 
was  rebuilt  before  the  season  opened.  During  the  summer,  the  old 
overhead-hung  door  on  the  store  side,  or  "back",  of  the  Lodge  was 
removed  and  replaced  by  the  combination  of  a sliding  and  a regular  hung 
door.  This  removed  a hazard'  that  has  bothered  your  director  every 
year.  Now  we  can  hope  for  the  time  when  the  overhead- hung  doors  at 
the  front  of  the  Lodge  can  be  replaced. 

Craft  Tent.  Thanks  to  Harry  Gloss,  the  camp’s  craft  program  was  greatly 
enhanced  by  a 16x20  tent.  This  affords  more  covered  area,  particularly 
for  rainy  days.  Harry  also  presented  the  camp  with  a conveyer  section 
which  was  greatly  appreciated  by  the  staff  handling  goods  in  and  out  of 
camp. 

North  Lavatory.  The  work  on  the  new  Lavatory  was  completed  before  the 
Square  Dance  Weekend  and  was  a decided  improvement  of  camp  facilities. 
This  also  made  possible  electrification  of  Val  Hall,  Walter  Jones’ 
tent,  and  the  two  staff  tents  back  of  the  new  lavatory. 

Book  Shelves.  Sandy’s  growing  library  was  properly  housed  on  the  set 
of  shelves  which  Baldy  Steward  hung  on  the  wall  outside  the  Infirmary 
in  the  loft  of  the  Lodge,  The  number  of  constant  readers  attested  to 
the  popularity  of  this  addition. 

Bell  Tower.  For  years  Sandy  has  not  had  an  adequate  meal  bell — one  that 
would  ring  the  length  and  breadth  of  the  island.  Last  summer  the  bell 
we  had  acquired  developed  a crack.  It  was  sometime  before  a welder 
was  located  who  would  repair  it,  but  soon  after  it  was  hung  in  the  new 
tower  on  the  roof  of  the  kitchen,  the  weld  split*  Eventually  the  bell 
became  so  badly  cracked  as  to  be  useless.  At  the  end  of  the  summer, 
through  the  services  of  Russell  Goddard,  we  acquired  another  bell. 

Coffee  Um*  The  U8-cup  coffee  um  in  the  camp  store  proved  a welcome 
addition  as  it  obviated  having  to  wait  for  the  making  of  coffee  during 
the  evening. 

Children’s  Play  Area.  Dr.  Anderson’s  generosity  in  sending  to  camp  a 
variety  of  swings,  chutes,  and  slides  sparked  Tom  Kirby  and  the  service 
boys,  with  the  generous  help  of  several  fathers,  to  clear  out  the  area 
around  the  south  side  of  the  children’s  playhouse.  It  was  fenced  in, 
and  the  equipment  set  up.  The  result  was  an  excellent  addition  to  the 
younger  children’s  play  program^  an  addition  that  caused  all  of  us  to 
wonder  why  we  had  not  done  it  earlier.  Previously  children  would 
straggle  away  from  the  group  as  they  went  from  the  playhouse  to  the 
playground  north  of  the  the  pi-ogranv  is  effectively  contained

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AD^TTONS  and  IMPROVEMENTS  (cont. ) 


The  Memorial  Chapel.  Finally  after  several  years  of  searching  for  a 
stone  mason,  the  Gi'uner  Brothers  located  cne  locally..  He  went  to 
work  in  September,  and  he  has  most  of  the  platform  constructed.  Plans 
call  for  his  conqjleting  the  work  before  camp  opens  next  spring.  We 
are  planning  to  have  the  benches  permanently  set  up  by  then,  also. 

Electrification.  In  return  for  Forbes  Allan’s  having  presented  the  canp 
with  a number  of  new  mirrors,  several  of  which  were  p!la  te  glass,  we 
ran  wire  from  the  pole  at  North  Dock  to  "This  Is  It",  and  electrified 
the  cabin. 

The  "Little  Sandy".  The  campers  will  always  be  grateful  to  Paul  T. 

Babson,  President  of  the  Boston  YMCA,  for  his  donation  of  the  "Little 
Sandy"  to  augment  the  camp  fleet,  formerly  the  "Nosbab".  Mr.  Babson 
and  his  family  and  guests  had  experienced  many  wonderful  hours  on 
Lake  Winnipesaukee,  It  fully  bespeaks  the  high  regard  he  has  for  Sandy 
Island  that  he  turned  his  boat  over  to  us.  For  our  part,  the  acquisition 
of  the  "Little  Sandy",  enabled  us  to  render  better  service,  particularly 
on  Saturdays. 

New  Rowboats.  The  balance  of  the  funds  which  we  had  realized  from  the 
sale  of  Mr,  P.  W,  Whittemore’s  "Ranger"  donated  two  years  ago  to  Sandy, 
were  used  to  purchase  two  new  rowboats  especially  designed  for  use  of 
outboard  motors.  Our  old  rowboats  had  been  so  badly  racked  by  the 
vibrations  of  outboards  that  it  had  become  necessary  to  prohibit  their 
use  with  outboard  motors. 

Pantry  Shelves.  This  summer  the  renovated  pantry  which  had  been  the  oM 
ice  house  was  further  inproved  by  extensive  shelving.  This  enabled 
better  storage  of  groceries  in  what  always  has  been  too  small  a space 
for  our  operations. 
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REPAIRS : 


In  addition  to  the  extensive  painting  to  protect  as  well 
as  brighten  camp  property,  the  following  repairs  were  done: 

Cabin  porches:  Wee  Lyk  It,  Stay  Awhile,  North,  the  north  end 
of  the  Lodge  porch  replaced  and  elsewhere  patched. 

Cabin  Steps.  VJe  have  been  engaged  over  the  past  several  years 
in  replacing  bottom  steps  which  rest  on  the  ground  and  rot  with  a 
concrete  step.  This  was  done  this  summer  at  V/ee  Lyk  It,  Bedside  Manor, 
Menagerie,  North,  Squanto,  South  Lavatory,  Bostonian. 

Boat  House.  Extensive  repairs  were  done  to  both  boat  slips 
at  North  Dock,  including  installation  of  new  oak  piling  and  floating  sill 
for  the  mooring  of  the  "Sandy”.  The  door  for  the  slip  for  the  "Little 
Sandy"  was  rebuilt. 

Dining  Hall  Floor.  After  the  close  of  the  season,  the  floor  of 
the  dining  hall  was  cleaned  and  revamished  to  restore  its  fine 
appearance.  Plans  call  for  the  revamishing  of  the  Lodge  floor  before 
camp  opens  next  season. 

Tennis  Courts.  The  resurfacing  of  the  tennis  courts  begun  a 
year  ago  was  completed  this  summer.  Plans  call  for  converting  the  space 
of  the  contemplated  fourth  court  into  a badminton  court. 

Miscellaneous  Repairs,  Pipe  hand  rails  at  Lodge,  both  lavatories.  New 
ceiling  in  store.  Repairs  of  screen  doors  and  screening  of  several 
cabins.  Rewiring  of  sump  pump  for  kitchen  disposal.  Reflashing  of 
Lodge  porch  roof  with  shingles.  Canoe  paddle  rack  replaced.  Shelving 
on  Chef's  and  baker's  tables.  Restapled  insulation  upstairs  in  Buena 
Vista,

As  is  to  be  expected,  the  calls  are  heaviest  for  the  new 
cabins.  They  are  not  available,  however,  until  after  the  first  of  May, 

Many  applicants  will  have  to  take  a second  or  third  choice.  It  is 
pleasing,  however,  to  see  our  faith  confirmed  in  these  new  cabins. 

Tentative  plans  have  been  completed  ;vith  the  Program  Department 
of  the  Huntington  Avenue  Branch  for  the  Square  Dance  Weekend  to  be  held 
June  20-22,  1958.  This  popular  weekend,  under  the  direction  of  the  well- 
known  New  England  Caller,  Charlie  Baldwin,  has  always  been  fully  subscribed 
by  early  spring.  Only  the  lack  of  dancing  space  prevents  their  having 
twice  the  nuinber.  The  Christadelphians  will  be  holding  their  New  England 
Bible  School  again  the  last  week  of  August. 

PROPOS/XS  FOR  1958: 

In  the  mind  of  your  director,  the  outstanding  need  at  Sandy  is 
the  re shingling  of  the  Lodge  roof,  at  least  of  the  east  side.  The 
present  shingles  were  poorly  laid  and,  as  a consequence,  leaks  are 
appearing  in  the  roof  which  will  lead  to  serious  difficulty  if  not  re- 
shingled immediately.  Furthermore,  this  is  something  which  can  be  done 
better  and  more  efficiently  by  professional  roofers. 
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PROPOSALS  FOR  1958  (Cont'd.) 

The  need  of  a small,  modem,  dual  lavatory  unit  in  the 
beach  area  is  greater  than  ever.  This  is  an  area  of  the  camp  which 
enjoys  great  use  all  summer  long.  Also  there  are  nine  housing  units  in 
that  area  which  are  not  adequately  served  by  the  old-fashioned  privy  which 
is  the  only  sanitary  facility  available. 

Another  serious  need  is  a more  adequate  fire  alarm  signal 
system.  During  our  several  fire  drills,  and  the  one  time  we  were  requested 
to  stand  by  for  a fire  at  Camp  Idlewild,  our  present  siren  was  not  heard 
as  far  away  as  North  Dock,  We  should  obtain  something  similar  to  a Civil 
Defense  siren  that  could  be  installed  on  the  roof  of  the  Lodge. 

Most  of  the  nylon  screening  that  was  installed  in  cabins 
during  World  War  II  has  deteriorated  and  should  be  replaced  by  copper 
screening.  At  the  same  time,  the  screening  should  be  put  on  frames 
between  the  studs  which  woiild  limit  repairs  to  smaller  areas,  and  not  be 
as  wasteful  as  the  present  stringing  of  the  screening  the  length  of  the 
cabin. 


The  following  recommendations  are  just  as  imperative 
as  when  they  were  first  made  several  years  ago.  If  I were  asked  to  rate 
them  as  to  their  relative  Importance,  I would  have  to  say  that  they  are  of 
equal  importance. 

1.  Replacement  of  about  half  the  present  cots  by 
modified  beds  more  suitable  to  adults, 

2.  Electrification  of  all  cabins, 

3.  Replacement  of  S quanto  cabin. 

4.  Construction  of  a paper  waste  disposal  unit, 

5.  An  auxiliary  lodge  at  the  site  of  the  present 
decrepit  workshop;  and  a new  workshop  at  the  far 
end  of  the  ball  field  beyond  the  present  craft  shop.
